EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

a. In claim 1 at line 7, insert the words -extended generally in North-South 
direction and- after the words "a stationary shade structure"; and 

b. In claim 33 at line 8, insert the words -extended generally in North-South 
direction and- after the words "a stationary shade structure". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is US 4345582 to Aharon and US 6058930 to Shingleton. 
Aharon fails to disclose a series of generally North-South oriented torque tubes having a 
generally North-South oriented axis. In addition, although Aharon discloses bearing 75 
provide a little bit of shade underneath the cable 7, it does not provide enhanced 
shaded region thereunder and it does not extend in N-S direction. Shingleton discloses 
a series of generally North-South oriented torque tubes having a generally North-South 
oriented axis. However, the reference fails to disclose a stationary shade structure. It 
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would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
have to incorporate the bearing member of Aharon in the system of Shingleton to 
support the link member (68 as shown in fig. 8), as it would hinder the rotation of the 
solar collectors. Also, the bearing of Aharon does not extend in N-S direction. 
Therefore, the combination of Aharon and Shingleton would not provide a modular 
shade system as claimed.
